Kinko’s Corporate Communications 
Director Adrianna Foss said. 

In the past, Foss said, Kinko’s 
examined each item to be included in a 
teaching packet in order to determine if 
it fell under the “fair use” clause. If the 
material could not be printed for the 
professors under the clause, it would be 
sent to the Kinko’s Rights and Permis- 
sion Department so copyright permis- 
sion could be obtained, Foss said. 

The change in procedure is a result of 
a ruling by a United States District Court 
judge in Basic Books v. Kinko’s. Basic 
Books, a New York-based publishing 
company, wanted a re-interpretation of 
the 1976 copyright law and the “f ab- 
use” doctrine as applied to commercial 
copiers. The judge ruled that the “fair 
use” did not apply to commercial copy 
centers, the press release stated. 

The average professor packet 
contains original material such as a 
course syllabus, “fab use” documents, 
and copyrighted material, Foss said, 
adding that the major change is that 
instead of just the copyrighted material 
going through the Rights and Permis- 
sion Department, all material in the 
packet must be reviewed.

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Scholar calls Kurds 
an ‘unfair burden’ 


President George Bush’s non- 
intervention policy toward the slaughter 
of Iraqi Kurds is appropriate because the 
vital interests of the United States is not 
affected, said Patrick Glynn, a resident 
scholar for the American Enterprise 
Institute, Wednesday night at a College 
Democrats-sponsored speech. 

Glynn’s speech was part of Political 
Awareness Week. “There are problems 
in the world which we might want to 
solve philanthropically, but that would 
be an unfair burden on our citizens,” 
Glynn said. 

In addition, Glynn said he believes 
helping the Kurds would engage the 
United States in another Vietnam or 
Lebanon-like “quagmire” because it 
would lack clear objectives. 


“We went to war with Iraq because of 
oil, for Israel partly because we have a 
powerful Israel lobby, and partly 
because we support our fellow demo- 
cracy, and to contain the threat of long- 
range missiles in the region,” he said. 

Glynn said he did not believe the 
media’s presence in the Persian Gulf 
made the military more careful. 

“I think they would have been careful 
without the media there,” he said. “They 
had very strict rules of engagement and 
weren’t just supposed to drop bombs 
anywhere. If they weren’t able to hit 
their primary target, they would always 
have a secondary target which would be 
a strictly military place, where they 
could deliver their ordinance to.”

More Gelman blues 


It’ s not over 


While Americans are welcoming home the troops with parades, home- 
coming parties and tearful reunions, the remnants of Saddam Hussein’s 
army are systematically terrorizing the Kurds in the North and the 
Shi’ites in Central and Southern Iraq. 

Having achieved the United Nation’s objectives. Bush ceased U.S. 
actions against Iraq. Overthrowing Hussein’s regime was not part of that 
mandate. 

Needless to say, the internal forces against Hussein failed. Outgunned 
and disorganized, the Iraqi people payed a heavy price for their attempts 
to remove him. Thousands lie dead at Hussein’s hands. The lives of 
millions of refugees, starving and suffering in geopolitical limbo, hang in 
the balance. U.S. troops, having done their job, have orders to not 
intervene. 

One cannot but want to help the Iraqi people take control of their 
country.

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YAF owes University 
community an apology 


GW’s Young Americans for Free- 
dom has a long history of bringing 
bigots to campus. 

Paul Cameron, YAF’s most recent 
guest, is a psychologist who has been 
dropped from the American Psycholog- 
ical Association for violating their code 
of professional ethics. Cameron creates 
statistics to validate his bigoted opin- 
ions. He uses methodologies and tech- 
niques that are scientifically invalid and 
laughable when analyzed. His misrepre- 
sentation and distortion of information 
have caused three sociological organi- 
zations, including the American Socio- 
logical Association, to censure his 
work. The Nebraska Psychological 
Association formally disassociated 
itself from Cameron and his work. A 
federal circuit judge censured Cameron 
for misrepresenting and distorting infor- 
mation to the court. This is the speaker 
that Y AF brought to GW to speak as an 
expert on human sexuality. 

Cameron spoke as the centerpiece of 
YAF’s “Straight Pride Day,” which was 
scheduled during Gay Awareness 
Week. There would not have been 
comment if YAF had in any way 
intended to celebrate their sexuality; 
however, YAF meant only to denigrate 
sexual minorities. The title of Came- 
ron’s lecture was “The Problems of 
Homosexuality” — not the sort of 
lecture a recognized psychologist or 
sociologist would have chosen to cele- 
brate straight sexuality. Dr. Ruth must 
not have been available. 


Cameron advocates the suspension of 
basic liberties of lesbians and gays. He 
advocated restrictions on speech, move- 
ment, association, privacy and other 
constitutionally-protected rights. He 
advocated increasing and legalizing 
discrimination against sexual minori- 
ties. He spoke with a gleam in his eyes 
of other cultures that castrate and 
execute homosexuals. It is ironic that 
YAF, an organization with freedom in 
its name, should support someone 
diametrically opposed to it. That irony 
was lost on the YAF organizers.

Battling homophobia in Thurston 


If you are like the average GW 
student, you probably don’t see 
homophobia as a problem on 
campus. I know I never did. But 
recent events in Thurston Hall have 
changed my mind. 

Last weekend, a new roommate 
moved into my room. She is a very 
nice, outgoing and likable person. 
She is also bisexual. My roommates 
and I did not perceive this as a threat. 
But apparently other residents did. 
The first night she spent in Thurston, 
she received an on-campus call at 
approximately 1:30 a.m. The caller 
pretended that he was a friend of 
hers. He asked her if she would go 
out that night, but she realized from 
his voice that he was not her friend. 
The caller went on to ask her if she 
was a lesbian and said to the effect, 
“You are a lesbian. If only you’d 
fuck a guy, maybe you’d change 
your mind.” Then he told her that she 
wasn’t wanted in Thurston and that 
he would kill her. She hung up, very 
shaken. 

That night she was understan- 
dably upset about what had 
happened.

Bringing the ‘New World Order’ 


As Iraq wobbles on the verge of total 
collapse, President George Bush and 
Secretary of State James Baker are 
rapidly capitalizing on America’s post- 
war prestige. The United States is utiliz- 
ing its newfound comradery with the 
various nations of the Middle East by 
attempting to forge lasting peace, justice 
and stability in this historically chaotic 
region as part of a broader “New World 
Order.” 

Whether or not the intense conflicts 
and pending problems of the Middle 
East can ever be fully solved is open for 
debate. However, with the Soviet Union 
currently bogged down-with domestic 
unrest of a grave magnitude, it does 
appear that the Bush administration may 
have a free hand to mold and shape the 
world we live in as we approach the 21st 
century. Hopefully the momentum 
gained from a comprehensive solution 
to any of the Middle East problems will 
catapult the United States into a position 
to solve some stickier international 
issues that have traditionally plagued it. 

The one area that must not be over- 
looked is Latin America. With a 
burgeoning population, wealthy 
resource base, and close proximity, it is 
essential that this region of the world 
stands united in friendship and coopera- 
tion with the United States. Historically, 
the United States has vacillated between 
periods of heavy-handed intervention 
and benign neglect in this region. It is 
time that we map out a permanent, new 
course of mutual respect and under- 
standing with our hemispheric 
neighbors. 


Four major issues weigh heavily in 
the political machinations of the Ameri- 
cas: the United States versus Soviet/ 
Cuban insurgent conflicts, the 
production and distribution of narcotics, 
the political stability of the less- 
developed, fledgling democracies and 
the trade and financial debt imbalances 
that stifle economic development. 
Sincere efforts must be made by the 
United States and the nations of Latin 
America to generate lasting, meaning- 
ful, multilateral responses to these diffi- 
cult problems. 

The establishment of democratic 
institutions in Latin America has 
traversed a slippery trail. The threat of 
military coups, revolutionary 
insurgences and the anarchy caused by 
the drug trade have thwarted sincere 
efforts by the United States to institute 
political liberty, which is a necessity for 
justice, peace and economic develop- 
ment in any region. 

Democracy can only flourish if the 
great majority of Latinos believe that 
their national leadership is working with 
their interests at heart. Unfortunately, 
unsound and often unscrupulous legis- 
lation has been enacted and has worked 
to the contrary of what is in the best 
interest of the many, in favor of the few. 

These oligopolistic leaders haven’t 
been able to sustain the support of their 
people, even if they were originally 
elected in a democratic manner. 
Frequently initiated with revolutionary 
zeal, Latin American governments have 
an unfortunate tendency to become 
archaic and bureaucratic, with alternat- 
ing regimes of military rule. 


The United States needs to embark on 
a new, more vigorous program of soli- 
difying our friendship with the Latin 
American nations. A renewed and 
greatly expanded FD R-style “good 
neighbor policy,” combined with an 
assertive anti-Soviet “Reagan doctrine” 
will insure friendly, democratic, 
cooperative and prosperous regional 
developments in the future. An ad-hoc, 
hodgepodge policy on the other hand, is 
the blueprint for havoc and ultimate 
failure.

The challenge of narcotics trafficking 
and Soviet/Cuban insurgences can 
perhaps be met best with increased mili- 
tary and law enforcement cooperation 
and integration in the Western hemi- 
sphere. The United States can lead the 
way by establishing permanent 
military-styled installations in strategic 
areas. Joint venture military drills, 
increased intelligence sharing, and the 
transfer of the best military hardware 
from the United States to Latin Ameri- 
can defense forces will prevent war 
from rearing its ugly head on our hemi- 
spheric soil in the 21st century. Political 
subversion by proxy, from foreign sour- 
ces, would meet a united, hemispheric, 
military force. There would be no safe 
haven for belligerent parties to hide. The

complicated, highly developed multina- 
tional narcotics trafficking networks 
would be effectively dismantled with an 
even more complicated, multinational, 
concerted law enforcement effort. 

In the area of government leadership, 
only peaceful, democratic nations 
would be allowed to participate. Human 
rights violations would not be tolerated. 
The continued security of the Panama 
Canal would be fully insured. Issues 
such as deforestation and transnational 
pollution standards would be properly 
addressed. Economic policies favoring 
oligopolistic interests would be 
eradicated. 

Just as there is a European parliament 
working to coordinate, clarify and 
consolidate the gains that will be made 
from economic and political integration 
in Europe, the Americas need a 
democratically-elected “hemispheric 
congress” to reduce tensions, misunder- 
standings and misconceptions and to 
discourage and ultimately eliminate 
barriers to trade and the free flow of 
capital on our side of the world. All our 
neighbors, the rich and poor, the large 
and small, the powerful and weak, will 
benefit immensely. Permanent political 
stability will result from the merger. 

But this will not mean the loss of 
national sovereignty for the Americas. 
Rather, national sovereignty will 
increase as each nation-state will be able 
to assert itself in a more open, popular 
fomm. Borders will become less impor- 
tant to patrol and expenditures on mili- 
tary operations will decline. Gross 


National Product for all of our neigh- 
bors will rise steadily, with the faithful 
assumption that political liberty, effi- 
ciency and stability are permanent 
fixtures in our hemisphere. 

The United States should not be bash- 
ful in granting healthy aid packages, 
lenient debt forgiveness and solid credit 
backing to worthwhile projects. The 
establishment of fully convertible hard 
currencies tied to the dollar, or a basket 
of global currencies, should be strived 
for, gradually. This would end the 
hyper-inflation that has stunted prosper- 
ity for many of our neighbors. Any 
improvements in the industrial and 
financial strength of Latin America will 
benefit the United States in the long run. 
As Europe consolidates into one market, 
and the Japanese and “Asian tiger” 
economies intertwine and develop 
together, the United States must brace 
itself for the reality that the 21st century 
may not be an American century. The 
fact is, the United States will be rele- 
gated to an increasingly less significant 
role in world affairs, unless our current 
leadership has the foresight to vastly 
improve America’s competitive posi- 
tion vis a vis the world. Designing a 
peaceful, democratic, industrialized 
hemisphere is essential if we are to 
maintain our world position. The need 
to take positive action is now. Let us 
work together with our neighbors and 
not miss this mutually beneficial 
opportunity.

want my money used in a fair and equit- 
able manner.” 

One student said, “It will be a cold 
day in hell before this university sees 
even a penny of my salary.” 

Students shouted, “Look at Kevin 
Turner, that could be you.” NLC student 
Abbie Bains said, “People are outraged. 
Trachtenberg has demonstrated his utter 
lack of concern.” 

One student expressed his personal 
frustration regarding the lack of results 
emanating from the forum on race rela- 
tions. “Look at the forum,” he said. “We 
wanted to talk about security, tuition 
and race issues, but Trachtenberg 
showed up and wanted to talk about 
Shakespeare and Chekov. I don’t know 
if he’s trying to cloud the issues, or if he 
just isn’t competent enough to 
comprehend the issues.” 

However, last night in a telephone 
interview Trachtenberg said, “Nobody 
expressed any dissatisfaction except for 
that we ran out of time. Those who had 
further questions sent them to me and I 
sent them answers.” 

Students are also proposing that the 
internal University disciplinary 
complaints and criminal charges against 
Turner be dropped, that GW apply solu- 
tions proposed by the Committee on 
Security and that the University imple- 
ment a campus-wide education program 
to facilitate cross-cultural understand- 
ing and diversity. 

NLC professor Jonathon Turley said, 
“There is a sense of outrage among the 
faculty and students over what has 
happened. . . . More than the ques- 
tion of whether or not there is a policy of 
racism, there is a perception of such a 
policy ... As moderator in the first 
forum on race relations, I was disap- 
pointed to see that the administration 
didn’t suggest something outside of 
policy. I would like to see the admi- 
nistration acknowledge that the problem 
goes beyond the Kevin Turner incident 
and commit to a systemic approach to 
the race problem.” 

Student Bar Association Vice Presi- 
dent Jose Otero said since the Turner 
incident, “The administration has tried 
to address past and future race policy 
issues, but the present situation has been 
ignored. No one has looked into why 
these things are happening. Kevin 
Turner is our peer, he is one of us, we 
can’t ignore this.” 

Referring to the Turner issue, Trach- 
tenberg said, “As law students, they 
should recognize that it is inappropriate 
to continue pressing the issue. . . . It is 


inappropriate for us to say anything or 
take any action while (Turner) is under 
investigation. He has a lawyer and the 
University has a lawyer, and at some 
point they will hopefully make the issue 
go away — resolve it.” 

Protestor Peter Walsh said, “We need 
to reconcile two worlds: one a world of 
reality in which the black and minority 
students live in everyday, the other one, 
a fairy tale in the imagination of Trach- 
tenberg. We’re here to send a clear 
message. . . . We won’t let them run 
this bad publicity out and we won’t let 
them run Kevin Turner out of the 
University.” 

Nalda said, “The administration is 
treating us like second-class citi- 
zens. . . . They’re letting the near 
fascist security force come in and make 
their own rules.” 

Nalda said the two-block procession 
is a reaction to “the University’s hand- 
ling of issues surrounding allegations of 
racism prompted by the Kevin Turner 
incident and the lack of disclosure of 
budgeting and scheduling information 
by the administration.” 

Trachtenberg said the petition regard- 
ing tuition demonstrates that the 
students are uninformed. “There are 
several factual errors in the ‘whereas’ 
clauses (the description of the 
complaints) and that casts doubt on the 
‘resolved’ clauses (the proposed solu- 
tions),” he said. 

Despite both Trachtenberg’s and 
Vice President for Student and 
Academic Support Services Robert A. 
Chemak’s absence from Rice Hall when 
the petitions were delivered, Nalda said, 
“This is not the end. Indeed it is just the 
beginning. The administration will 
continue to hear from us.” 

“We are taking the errors in the peti- 
tions as an emest expression of people’s 
desire to get more information. On the 
tuition issue, we will prepare a response 
and will point out where the students are 
wrong and why they’re wrong,” Trach- 
tenberg said. 

Former SBA President Jon Wilson 
said, “When Trachtenberg first came, he 
brought along many promises and 
mandates. Mandates like cleaning up 
financial affairs, improving security and 
many more. Since then, all of Trachten- 
berg’s mandates have failed. There’s 
not one area that he can say he has 
succeeded in. 

“The tuition thing and the race thing 
may seem like isolated incidents,” 
Wilson said, “but they all flow from one 
source — Trachtenberg.” 

Walsh said, “This was a law student 
thing at first, but the issues are so outra- 
geous that it cries out to everyone. It’s 
not just a minority issue. There are many 
non-minorities here. . . . Our foot is 
down and it isn’t moving. We won’t let 
this happen.”

Pop band promotes latest album

I nformation Society is a band that likes to call itself 
“eclectic” — and it has every right to claim the label. It is 
a synth-dance band from Minneapolis, a city known for 
the guitars of Prince, Husker Du and The Replacements. Info 
Society is also distinctive because it is the only white group 
on the rap label, Tommy Boy Records. As the band members 
say in their press release, “We’re probably the only band 
from the Midwest to break into the South Bronx.” 

The mixture of sounds is definitely intriguing, sounding 
like a combination of Erasure and sound-bit masters, Nega- 
tiveland. The Erasure sound, created by layering pop-song 
lyrics over cutesy dance beats, predominates throughout the 
band’s new album, Hack. The first single from the album, 
“Think,” is a perfect example of the band’s sugarcoated alter- 
native pop style. 

InSoc, as the band is sometimes called, has garnered 
terrific reviews since the release of the band’s first album. 
Information Society. From the readers of Rolling Stone, it 
received the award for Best New American Band in 1988, as 
well as Musician of the Year from Spin the same year. That 
debut album yielded two big dance hits as well, with “What’s 
On Y our Mind (Pure Energy)” reaching number one on the 
dance charts and number five on the pop charts. The other 
track, “Walking Away,” reached number five on the dance 
charts and number nine on the pop charts. 

The band consists of three members — Paul Robb, James 
Cassidy and Kurt Valequen. They met in high school in 
Minneapolis and began working together as a band in the 
early ’80s, releasing their first EP in 1983. The song 
“Running,” from that early EP, spawned a surprise dance hit 
that became a club favorite in both New York and Miami.

Never enough of Too Much Joy

T oo Much Joy, out of Scarsdale, 
N.Y., is an alternative band 
hitting its stride on the Giant 
Records label with its second album. 
Son of Sam I Am. 

Band members — vocalist Tim 
Quirk, Jay Blumenfield on guitar, 
Sandy Smallens on bass and drummer 
Tommy Vinton — gained considerable 
press coverage late last year when they 
were arrested for their performance of 
six 2 Live Crew songs at Club Futura, 
where Crew members had been arrested 
earlier that year. Too Much Joy 
contended that their performance was a 
protest against racism and censorship. 

The arrests brought national press 
coverage, but they also brought recogni- 
tion to several Joy originals performed 
at the Club Futura gig. While Miami 
Herald Music Beat writer Doug Adrian- 
son was critical of the Club Futura stunt, 
he admitted that Son of Sam I Am has 
some “quite remarkable original tunes, 
like ‘Clowns’ and ‘Kicking’ ,” and 
praised the “snappy rock arrangement 
of rapper LL Cool J’s (song) ‘That’s a 
Lie.’ ” 

Son of Sam I Am starts off on the 
right foot with a kickin’ guitar and drum 
beat in “Making Fun of Bums.” The 
lyrics are a little disappointing after 
such a strong lead-in, but the band takes 


a rather humorous approach to a sober- 
ing social reality. 

Too Much Joy calls the album’s 
second track, “Song for a Girl Who Has 
One,” the “only road song” on the 
collection, which the band forgives 
because it “has a cool harmonica in it, so 
that’s okay.” The harmonica is not over- 
rated, but the lyrics are kind of bizarre 
and do not stick together well in some 
spots. 

The rest of Side A gets the thumbs up. 
“My Past Lives” is my personal favo- 
rite. It starts out swimmingly as Quirk 
recounts an impressive list of the 
personalities of his previous lives, and 
then winds up a loud rock beat for the 
refrain. 

“My Past Lives” is followed by a rock 
remake of “That’s a Lie,” originally 
done by rapper LL Cool J., and a cover 
of “Seasons in the Sun,” a definite break 
in style from the band’s usual loud rock. 
It leans blatantly toward a John Lennon 
sound as in “Let It Be.” The off-color 
lyrics against the subdued musical back- 
drop are a humorous combination. 

Side B returns to the hard rock sound 
with “Kicking (That Gone Fishing 
Song)” and “Connecticut” Too Much 
Joy once again tackles the issue of 
censorship with “Life is Flowers,” 
preceded by a clip from suicide trials 
where the band Judas Priest was on trial 
for writing subliminal messages in its

T he murky neighborhood 
surrounding the Source Theater, 
replete with its closed-down 
shops and empty parking lots, is a 
swamp-like place at night. Single 
people shuffle along the street and packs 
of swearing teenagers infest the neigh- 
borhood. And in the center of the squa- 
lor is the Source, now featuring its 
production of “Mud.” 

“Mud,” written by award-winning 
playwright Maria Irene Fomes, is the 
story of a young woman’s entrapment in 
a world that denies escape. Mae (Kate 
Fleming) tries to teach herself to read as 
a means of escaping an oppressive rela- 
tionship with Lloyd (Tom Malian), an 
illiterate, immature, sexually dysfunc- 
tional man. 

Mae takes Henry (David Dossey), a 
literate friend who represents freedom, 
as her lover. When Henry suffers a 
stroke, however, his enormous, flopping 
body and childish, unclear speech 
become repulsive to Mae and he 
becomes just another burden for her. 

Mae’s final attempt to escape the 
confines of her household duties and 
imposed responsibility for Lloyd and 
Henry is thwarted by Lloyd’s irrational 
behavior when he mistakenly shoots 
and kills her. 

The title “Mud” represents the filth 
and stagnancy in which Lloyd lived, but 
the word also conjures up images of a 
filthy, swampy existence that extends as 
far one can see. Mae feels trapped. 


possessing so much ambition, but a 
victim of incredibly lousy luck. 

For Lloyd and Henry, each of whom 
becomes resentful of the presence of the 
other, Mae is a mere servant. Despite her 
attempt to become educated, the two 
men treat Mae like a whore. When they 
grab at her lustfully and sometimes 
violently, Mae is too weak to fight back. 
She sees herself as a victim, regardless 
of how the balance of male power 
swings between Henry and Lloyd. 

The language of the play is shocking 
and despairing, but the most interesting 
technical aspect of the play is the choice 
to end each scene with a sharp, bright 
light, like the flash of a camera, 
followed by a slowly yellowing glow 
that fades to brown. The final action of 
each scene becomes the subject for a 
photograph, and the yellowing tones 
imply that these visions will age and 
eventually fade. 

“Mud” is a depressing vision of 
female oppression. Fleming’s treatment 
of Mae is both artful and pitiful, as she 
passionately fights her surroundings 
and seeks out people like Henry, who 
appear to hold the key to escape. Not an 
angry feminist vision, “Mud” portrays a 
gloomy world of parasitic creatures who 
sap the strength from each other and all 
end up withered or dead. 

“Mud” plays at the Source Theater, 
1835 14th St, NW, from April 10-14, 
24-28 and May 1 -4.

And 
untie me,” alternates between the bad 
dog in the title and the more sexual 
theme of the prologue: “I met this sex 
Nazi/ She locked me in her room/ She 
only has sex with me/ Every other 
June.” “Bad Dog” was probably one of 
the contributing factors to the applica- 
tion of an “explicit lyrics” warning label 
on all copies of the album. 

Son of Sam I Am concludes with 
“Worse,” “1964” and the bonus track 
written about Joy’s second favorite 
band, TheMekons, entitled, “If I Was a 
Mekon.” 

Too Much Joy makes good in Son of 
Sam I Am and this album is bound to 
find more success than the band’s first 
album. Green Eggs and Crack The 
lyrics are still weak in some spots, but 
they have consistently strong melodies, 
even if they do become a little loud and 
overpowering at times. Too Much Joy is 
a young band with a great sense of 
humor which college students will iden- 
tify with once they listen to the album.

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Speaker compares 
veterans of U.S. wars

Every group of war veterans has a 
separate agenda and it is going to be 
interesting to see how veterans from the 
Persian Gulf War will fit in with veter- 
ans of previous wars, said Ann Haridi- 
son, legislative assistant for Senator 
Bob Graham (D-Fla.), at a speech Tues- 
day in the Marvin Center. 

Haridison discussed the changes in 
veterans’ benefits, particularly the 
recent legislation concerning veterans 
of Operation Desert Storm. Her speech 
was sponsored by the GW College 
Democrats as part of their annual Politi- 
cal Awareness Week. 

“The people (in Operation Desert 
Storm) were pulled together, but it was 
nothing like (the unity of) World War II 
(veterans),” she said. Veterans of previ- 
ous wars may resent Desert Storm veter- 
ans who gained their status in such a 
short conflict, Haridison said. Many 
veterans of other wars were in the armed 
forces from two to eight years, she said, 
and Gulf War veterans will receive 
access to the same benefits as Vietnam 
and World War II veterans, she added. 


Haridison outlined four influential 
factors in the development of Congress’ 
budget package for veterans this year. 
She cited politicians and Congress, who 
were generally eager to give Veteran 
support; the concerns of military 
personnel facing personal dilemmas as 
they were called up for active duty; 
current veterans, whose primary 
concerns vary with each age group and 
budget considerations. 

According to Haridison, a bipartisan 
task force was established to draw up a 
veterans’ benefits package, which 
includes an increase in combat pay from 
$ 1 10 to $150 per month, a life insurance 
increase from $50,000 to $100,000 and 
increased health and education benefits. 

The Soldiers and Sailors Civil Relief 
Bill, which absolves called-up troops 
from civil infractions and protects them 
from eviction and lease agreements, was 
also updated in the last congressional 
session for the first time since World 
War I, Haridison said. She added that 
the budget package passed the House of 
Representatives by a voice vote and was 
passed by the Senate the same afternoon 
without debate on March 21.

GW assistant men’s basketball coach 
Bill Heirion is being considered for the 
head coaching position at Drexel 
University in Philadelphia. 

Herrion said he applied for the Drexel 
position earlier this month and was 
interviewed for the head coaching job 
last Sunday. Drexel’s move from the 
East Coast Conference to the North 
Atlantic Conference this season sparked 
Herrion’ s interest in the job, he said. 

“The reason why that particular job 
intrigued me is because next year 
they’re going to be in the North Atlantic 
Conference,” he said. 

Herrion was an assistant coach for 
five years in the NAC as an assistant 
under GW head coach Mike Jarvis at 
Boston University before coming to the 
Colonials with Jarvis last season after 
unsuccessfully pursuing the head BU 
job. 

Herrion said his application was 
chosen as one of the seven Drexel is 
considering. He said Drexel indicated it 
would narrow the field of applicants to 
two before making a final decision. The 
Philadelphia Daily News reported 
yesterday that Herrion and Dayton 
University assistant coach Tom 
McConnell were the two finalists for the 
head coaching job but Herrion said 
Drexel had not notified him of that 
information. 

Jarvis said he supports the move. “I 
think it is fantastic,” he said. “He should 
have been the head coach at BU. If that 
is the job he wants, he should go after 
it.” 

Herrion said he is not certain he will 
take the job if it is offered to him. “I’ve 
still got some things that I’ve got to have 
answered from (Drexel),” Herrion said. 

Herrion was an assistant coach at 
Merrimack College, his alma mater, for 
two years before joining Jarvis at BU in 
1985. Herrion started his coaching 
career in 1981 at Division El Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute in Massachusetts 
where he was an assistant varsity coach 
and the head junior varsity coach.

Batters win a pair, streak hits 6 

Baseball avenges loss to Mount St. Mary’s, beats Middies

The GW baseball team (22-14-1) extended its winning 
streak to six games by avenging last week’s loss to Mount 
St. Mary’s, 11-7, at Francis Field yesterday, and defeating 
Navy, 8-4, Tuesday in Annapolis, Md. 

Yesterday, the Colonials took a big lead early and 
managed to hang on in the late innings for the victory. 
With one out and the game tied at 1-1 in the bottom of the 
third inning, Mike Welch walked and scored on a Greg 
Orlosky triple. Orlosky then came in on a Dave Fletcher 
sacrifice fly. 

After picking up another run in the fourth inning, the 
Colonials hit it big in the bottom of the fifth. With one out, 
Orlosky walked, stole second and scored on Fletcher’s 
single. Fletcher followed by stealing second, advancing to 
third on a wild pitch and scoring on an Allen Browning 
single. 

Browning reached second on a Todd Pittsinger single 
and both runners scored on a Jack Martin double. L.J. 
Alefantis then walked, putting runners at first and second. 

Greg Patton’s ground-rule double drove in Martin and 
Ken LaVan, followed by a sacrifice fly driving in Alefan- 
tis for GW’s sixth run of the inning. Welch then drove in 
Patton with a single to wrap up the Colonials’ scoring in 
the game. 

Starting pitcher Jeff Peterson (3-0), in his second colle- 
giate start, allowed only one run in his first six innings of 
work, but got into trouble as he allowed one run in the 
seventh and two runs in the eighth. 

In the ninth, Peterson yielded a single and a walk, 
before he was removed by GW head coach John Cast- 
leberry in favor of John Treiber. Treiber gave up a double 
and a single, bringing in the two runners charged to Peter- 


son and one of his own. 

Castleberry then brought in Martin (two saves), who 
retired the side without allowing a run. 

“Everybody was pumped up for the game,” Welch said. 
“Mount St. Mary’s is not a bad team, but they shouldn’t 
have beaten us the first time.” 

Tuesday, the Colonials took a first-inning lead as 
LaVan singled, stole second base and third base and 
scored on Orlosky’s sacrifice fly to right field. 

The Midshipmen countered in the bottom half of the 
first with three runs off of starting pitcher Rich Rosenber- 
ger (2-2). He gave up a single to center field with runners 
on first and third to bring in one run and then served up a 
double to drive in the other two Navy runs. 

GW tied the game in the top of the second inning with a 
Patton triple driving in two runs. With two men on in the 
third inning, a ground out by Browning drove in a run and 
a Pittsinger double brought in another ran to give the 
Colonials a two-run lead. 

In the fifth inning, GW got a leadoff double from 
Welch, who tagged up and advanced to third on a fly out. 
A walk to Fletcher was followed by a double steal, as 
Fletcher stole second and Welch stole home. 

Rosenberger settled down against Navy after a rough 
first inning, shutting the Midshipmen out for the second 
through seventh innings and only giving up one in th 
eighth. 

On Deck — The Colonials travel to College Park, 
Md., to play Maryland, Thursday at 1 p.m. GW then 
travels to Olean, N.Y., to play a four-game series versus 
Atlantic 10 Conference rival St. Bonaventure, squaring 
off in two doubleheaders, Saturday at 1 p.m. and Sunday 
at noon.

The GW men’s basketball team is on 
the verge of signing two players during 
the national letter-of-intent signing 
period that began yesterday. 

GW head coach Mike Jarvis said 
although officially the Colonials have 
signed no one in the regular signing 
period, he is expecting to receive a 
letter-of-intent from Anton Hart, a 6-8 
forward from Brentwood High School 
in Brentwood, N.Y. 

Also likely to sign, according to GW 
sophomore guard Dirkk Surles, is 6-1 
guard Bill Calloway from Evansville 
Central High School in Surles’ home- 
town of Evansville, Ind. Jarvis said he 
could not comment on Calloway’s sign- 
ing because he was not certain it would 
happen, but that he expected to hear 
from Calloway in the next few days. 

Jarvis said he expects Hart, this year’s 
Long Island Player of the Year, to play 
at both forward slots next year. “He has 
a lot of room for physical and basketball 
growth. He is a better inside player, 
though he is an inside-outside player,” 
Jarvis said. 

Jarvis said many schools looked at 
Hart, including Syracuse University, 
but that Hart was “sold on GW some 
time ago.” 

Surles said Calloway was named to 
the Hoosier Basketball Association 
coach’s team and the All-City team. 

Hart and Calloway join 6-6 guard 
Marcus Ford from Polk Community 
College in Winter Haven, Fla., 6-6 
forward Robert “Nimbo” Hammonds 
from Lexington, Ky., 7-1 center Daryl 
Collete from Merrimack, N.H. and 6-10 
center Anthony Wise from Charleston, 
S.C., who were signed in November, as 
recruits for next season. Bill Brigham, a 
6-7 junior forward who transferred from 
Boston University, will also be eligible 
to play next season. 

Jarvis said he will not know what 
positions have been filled by recruits for 
the Colonials until they begin practice. 
“If you are depending on a freshman, 
you are not going to do well,” he said. 
“Our strength will be in the returning 
players.”
